The  State  of  New  York  has  already  been 
very  famous  for  signalizing  herself  in  works 
conducive  to  national  glory.  Her  monu¬ 
ments  have  not  been  designed  as  a  memento 
of  exaltation  over  the  fallen  fortunes  of  a 
neighboring  people,  or  the  conquest  of  a  dis¬ 
tant  province;  nor  have  they  been  constuct- 
ed  to  gratify  the  pride  of  any  single  indivi¬ 
dual — nor  to  excite  the  wonder  and  amaze- 
ement,  or  the  jealousy  of  other  nations— but 
they  have  been  created  solely  for  the  benefit 
of  her  citizens,  indiscriminately,  without  re¬ 
ference  to  national  pride,  or  fear  of  expense. 
For  example,  the  Public  Schools  educate 
annually,  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two 


thousand  children,  at  a  cost  of  two  million, 
two  hundred  and  forty-nine  thousand,  eight 
hundred  dollars  ($2,249,800  00).  The  Erie 
Canal  cost  about  twenty-one  million  dollars 
($21,000,000  00),  and  is  364  miles  in 
length.  The  Erie  Railroad  cost  about 
thirty  millions  of  dollars  ($30,000,000  00), 
and  its  length  is  four  hundred  and  sixty 
miles  (460).  The  Croton  Acqueduct,  (which 
conveys  the  water  that  supplies  the  city  of 
New  York),  cost  about  fifteen  millions  of 
dollars  ($15,000,000  00),  and  its  length  is 
forty-five  miles  (45).  The  Natural  History 
of  the  State  has  already  cost  about  seven 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  ($700,000.)  It 
now  numbers  eighteen  quarto  volumes,  su¬ 
perbly  illustrated  with  plates,  and  accompa- 
panied  with  a  Map  of  the  State.  This  work 
may  vie  with  Napoleon’s  great  work  on 
Egypt,  for  magnificence,  and  far  transcends 
it  for  utility. 

The  ancients  were  proud  of  their  national 
monuments.  For  example,  India  could 
boast  of  her  Elora,  Egypt  of  her  Pyra¬ 
mids,  Syria  of  her  Baalbec,  China  of  her 
stupendous  Wall,  Greece  of  her  Temples, 
and  Rome  of  her  Triumphal  Arches,  Pillars, 
and  aqueducts.  But  all  these  dwindle  into 
insignificance,  when  compared  with  the 
public  works  of  the  State  of  New  York,  es¬ 
pecially  when  we  take  the  higher  aim  and 
object  into  view.

Ex-Sheriff  Parkins  was  accustomed  to 
frequent  my  store,  and  always  appeared  to 
me  decidedly  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
men  with  whom  I  had  ever  been  acquaint¬ 
ed.  For  violence  of  temper,  volubility  of 
sarcastic  epithet,  withering  invective,  slan¬ 
derous  attack,  and  downright  crushing 
abuse,  I  will  venture  to  say  that  he  never 
had  an  equal.  The  least  provocation,  real 
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or  imaginary,  would  make  him  launch  his 
thunders  upon  any  one,  without  respect  of 
persons.  On  one  occasion  he  made  an  on¬ 
slaught  upon  McDonald  Clarke,  the  Mad 
Poet,  that  frightened  the  poor  fellow  most 
tremendously.  “I  take  you,  sir,”  said  he, 
“  to  be  a  countryman  of  Dr.  Franklin,  the 
damnedest  hypocrite,  and  most  blasted  vil¬ 
lain  that  ever  dared  to  cross  the  seas.” 
Clarke  stood  aghast,  confounded  and  petri¬ 
fied.  Many  specimens  of  his  peculiar  man¬ 
ner  of  expressing  himself  will  be  found  in 
his  trial — perhaps  the  only  record  left,  in 
print,  of  this  very  remarkable  man.

One  of  the  many  notable  characters  I 
have  often  come  in  contact  with,  was  John 
Howard  Payne.  He  always  appeared  to  be 
a  melancholy,  desponding,  heart-broken 
man  ;  and  from  his  remarks,  evidently  had 
a  very  unfavorable  opinion  of  mankind  in 
general,  and  of  his  own  countrymen  espe¬ 
cially.  “  No  people,”  said  he,  “  understand, 
appreciate,  or  reward  merit  less  than  the 
Americans.”  The  last  time  I  saw  him,  it 
was  on  the  eve  of  his  departure  on  his  mis¬ 
sion  to  the  Barbary  States.  He  said  he 
had  had  great  difficulty  in  procuring  the 
appointment,  and  was  compelled  to  pay  his 
own  expenses  in  going  there,  the  govern¬ 


ment  having  refused  to  do  so ;  at  which 
time  he  looked  old,  thin  and  emaciated,  and 
had  the  bad  taste  to  wear  mustachios  that 
were  gray,  and  of  uncouth  appearance. 
He  was  the  author  of  numerous  dramas, 
songs,  newspaper  and  Magazine  criticisms, 
and  biographical  sketches,  a  catalogue  of 
which  I  have  attempted  to  collect.  He  was 
one  of  those  persons  whose  mental  visions 
are  always  teeming  with  magnificent  literary 
projects ;  but  not  having  a  mind  sufficiently 
practical  to  give  form  and  birth  to  any 
of  such  schemes,  they  expire  without  being 
tangible  to  the  public,  or  even  to  himself 
Notwithstanding  all  that  he  has  written, 
posterity  will  know  him  only  by  his  single 
song  of  “  Home,  sweet  home.”  Johnson’s 
remark  on  Grey’s  Elegy '^may  with  propriety 
be  applied  to  this  song  “  It  abounds  with 
images  which  find  a  mirror  in  every  mind, 
and  with  sentiments  to  which  every  bosom 
returns  an  echo.”- —  Western  Memorabilia.
